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FORMER REGIME’S DEBTS TO BE PAID OFF 


Ministry of Communications Comes to Agreement 


with Creditors of Peiping Government 
Prose A. Consronoerr 


During the Peiping régime. the 
‘Ministry of Communications anevi red 
very heavy debts in connection with 
telegrapns and telenhones. ‘The con 
ditions and terms of varions con 
tracts were very unfavourable; the 
rates of interest being very high and 
paid in advance. and tights and 
Drivileges being Jeopodized. The sum 
that has been paid every year to the 
creditors is s0 small that it doce not 
‘amount to one tenth of the interest 
of the principal. With interest com- 
Pounded, the result is that Jebts are 
piling up. “As the Ministry has ocen 
all along financially handicarped. no 
effort fas been made to readiust 
much old debts and in consequence 
its credit has been adversely affected. 

Dn Chu Chia-hua, when he 
assumed the office of the Minister of 
Communications, realized that if no 
means were devised to setile tiese 
ever growing debts It woulr” be 
dimeult to maintain. all the enter~ 
rises under the control of the 
‘Minlstry, nor would it be prssibie to 
make improvements in fis servic. 

In pursult of the intention of the 
Government to readjust old debts he, 
therefore, appointed his staf! to ciear 
up the ‘accounts with a view to 
reaching a fundamental solution. 
On the one hand, he tried so carry 
out siret retrenchment; while on 
the other, he made every effort to| 
improve and expand the fel? of 
‘activities $0. that. receipts could: be 
Increased and funds allocated for the 
Fewdjustment of old debte

Superiority Complex in Japan 


Nanking, Feb. 2. 
‘The Chinese press this morning 
Jgave prominence to an. interview 
‘with Gen. Chung Kai-shek concern 
ing his recent conversations "with 


economic experts, financial officials; Mr. A. Arlyosl, Japanese Minister 


to China, and ‘Lieut-Gen. Suzuki, 
Mutitary ‘Attaché “to the Japanese 
Legation in Shanghal. Gen. Chiang 
said that" both Japanese officials 
‘courteously called on him in a private 
capacity, and explained that the 
speech of Mr. K. Hirota the Japan- 
‘ese Foreign Minister, in the Diet, 
expressed Japan's attitude regarding 
China. They also voiced a hope for 
‘the cessation of antivJapanese activi- 
tes in China. 

‘Gen. Chiang answered questions 
concerning China's foreign polley by 
saying that the Chinese Government 
‘always had adhered to the principles 
of honesty, friendship, and peace in 
formulating its policy with any 
friendly nation, In’ order to increase 
‘co-operation rnd eliminate causes 
fof enmity. The Chinese "Govern

affords proof of the reality of the 
defence responsibilities of the 
Corps in the eyes of experienced 
business men.

‘guarantee? By creating a citizens’ 
league, on which doctors, chemists 
and laymen were represented, 
jcould not Shanghai be furnished 
with a list of those pharmacies 
where the three main requisites 
Jare fulfilled? This league would 
take note of duly ascertained 
instances where approved -phar- 
macies had failed to-act up to the 
undertaking which their presence 
‘on the list implied and disciplinary 
correction would be made. The 
league would have to throw its 
net wide and to apply criteria 
with practical appreciation of 
local conditions but it would, at 
Teast, afford some basis on wich 
reform could cautiously proceed.

Outlaws Threatened to Murder All the Children 
if Planes Attacked: Captain’s Tact Prevails 





WOUNDED ENGINEER’S CONDITION SERIOUS 





Russian Guard Fight Pluckily, but Overwhelmed 
by Numbers: Youngsters’ Splendid Behaviour 





Hongkong, Feb. 3, 

IPHE Butterfeld & Swire ss. Tungchow dropped anchor in Hongkong 
harbour at one o'clock yesterday morning on her arrival from 
Honchai Bay, where the pirates who had seized her near the mouth of 
the Yanetze on Tuesday decamped with their loot. She was found by 
two senplanes from H.M.S. Hermes and escorted in by a British warship. 

Before the Tungchow reached port, a police launch had conveyed 
ashore Mr. Kenneth MacDonald, the Second Engineer, who had been 
serlously wounded in the chest by the pirates. Mr. MacDonald was 
placed in a waiting ambulance and taken to hospital. 

‘When the planes from the Hermes appeared, the pirates made what 
everyone took to be a very serious threat to murder all the children if 
there was an attack. Capt. Smart. Master of the Tungehow, is given 
credit for having talked them over. 

‘The United Press states that, when the pirates evacuated the 
ships. they took ashore with them’ two hostages. One was the Chief 
Engineer, Mr. John Roxburgh (two of whose sons were passengers 
fon the vessel), and the other the radio operator. The two were held 
but a short time, however, being released almost immediately upon 
landing by the wrecking of the small boat on the shore, so great was 
the haste of the pirates. Capt. Smart immediately put’ over another 
boat and picked up the two men. 

‘According to a Rengo message, when the Tungchow steamed into 
Honekong she was the “Toa Maru,” and her black funnel had two wide 
red bands painted on it. The pirates had painted over the name of the 
vessel and added the two bands on the funnel so that searchers might 
belleve she was a Japanese vessel. 

‘The Tungchow is leaving Hongkong for Shanghai at 3 p.m. to-day. 

‘A graphle account of the piracy 
was given to Reiter's Hongkong cor- 
respondent by Mr. P. J. Duncan, the 
master In charge of the 73. children 
aboard the vessel. who were bound 
for school at Chefoo when the ship

Tho six Russian 
guards aboard the vessel offered re 
sistance, but the pirates outnumbered 
them and they were soon subdued, 
the Sergeant In, charge being killed 
fand one of his comrades and Mr. Mac~ 
Donald wounded. ‘The children were 
frightened, but there was no panic, 
‘even when shots were fired and some 
of them thought they would be killed 

“The children took the matter 
well,” sald Mr. Duncan; “in fact, Td 
say pluckily. Children were all over 
the ‘ship when the piracy occurred, 
Hearing the sound of scumling near

of the children as possible in the 
saloon. 

Russian Shot Down 


“A Russian guard passed the saloon, 
fighting hard, followed by four 
rufflans. There was a shot, It struck 
the guard and he collapsed. 

“The Captain and all the officers 
were then brought into the saloon, 
where the pirates, flourishing pistols, 
demanded that the Captain’ should 
give up all arms aboard the vessel: 
The Captain protested that he had 
already done 80: 

On assuming control of the vessel, 
‘Mr. Duncan sald the pirates immec 
fately had her navigated in the direc- 
tion of Blas Bay, bringing the vessel 
practically all the vay from Shanghai 
to Hongkong. ‘They had seized. the’ 
‘Tungchow at six o'clock in the after- 
noon of January 29 and it was not| 
{ill Friday morning that they left 
her at Honghal Bay. 

‘While the ship was steaming south, 
the desperadoes had an opportunity 
to loot the vessel to their hearts 
content, and this they did, taking 
everything of value and anything| 
else that caught their fancy. During 
the three days te desperadoes were 
in control of the ship, the children 
were kept in the salocn by the yountt 














continued, the pirales commandeered 
junks within sight of Chilang Light- 
house and stowed loot into them, con- 
sisting mainly of silk and. aimilar 
stuff, though they had collected about 
$2,000 from the passengers. The 
junks left for the shore and thon re- 
turned for more loot, when an aero- 
plane from H. M. §, slermes appeared 
Overhead, foliowed shortly by a sec- 
‘ond ‘plane, whereupon the pirates 
tumbled Into one of the ship's Life- 
boats and hastily decamped, taking 
some Chinese passengers, the Chief 
‘OMicer, and the wireless operator to 
act as hostages against the aeroplanes. 
‘They managed to get ashore un- 
molested, but left their hostages to 
Ket back the best they could. 
“Meanwhile, one of the ‘planes 
came close and circled round the 











ship, being greeted by wild cheers 
from the children when they saw It 
was, British. 

“We set off for Wongkong and 
shortly after dusk were picked up 
by TEMES. Dalnty. whieh escorted 
us in.” 

‘The Lighter Side 

‘The piracy was not without its 
lighter side, according to tales re- 
‘counted by ‘passengers. One of the 
most amusing incidents was the dit- 
ficully of the pirates in commandeer- 
ing a junk in which (0 clear off with 
their booty. The desperados spent 
over an hour in the vicinity of Chi- 
Point Lighthouse, mancouvreing 
vessel in chase of jubks, at which 
they opened fire with rifles. 

For a long time, this method proved 
unsuccessful. One junk was’ even 
bold enough to defy’ the outlaws, re- 
turning the fire with an antiquated 
cannon. After wasting much am- 
‘munition, the pirates eventually cap- 
tured a large junk, containing a man, 
two women, and three children, and 
made off in it with their loot.

Lake Buir Incident Settled 
Sharp En 


‘Tokyo, Jan. 31 
Following’ the severe clast whit 
‘oceutred last night between Japane:

‘Subsequent despatches showed that 
the combined force had delivered 
three attacks on the Outer Mon- 
gollans, who managed to hold out 
‘against’ the onslaught for two hours. 

During the engagement, the Outer 
Mongolians suffered heavy. losses 
‘and, ‘finding themselves unable to 
withstand any longer the severity ot

500 Ningtu Citizens Hold 
Out in Natural Fort

‘The Government continues 
maintain ‘a tight economic blockade 
with a view to starving out the Com= 
munist remnants in southern Kiangsi, 
In every city there is a "bandit area 
Dlockade administration ofice,” which 
issues passports to persons ‘wishing 
to transport merchandise from. on! 
distriet to another, and any irregul 
rities bring down heavy penalties on 
the parties concerned, 

‘One of the most thrilling chapters 
in the anti-Communist Campaign in 
Kiangsi was written in this district, 
‘where 500 citizens of Ningtu defended 
the natural rock fortress of Tsui Wei 
Peng for 21 months against the Reds 
and died to the last man. Tsul Wei 
Feng, about three miles from Ning 
city, is a mound of solid rock rising 
1,000 ft. and surmounted by a plateau 
about 3,000 ft. long and a few hundred 
feet wide, A narrow fissure in the 
rock is the only means of ascent. 
Drinking water is provided by a 
spring at the top of the rock. 

In times of serious disturbances, the 
inhabitants of Ningtu always have 
made the rock thelr place of refuge, 
During the Taiping rebellion, the vil- 
lagers of the district defended 
successfully against the “Long Hairs.” 
In the winter of 1980, when the Com- 
‘munists captured Ningtu, about 00 
citizens, including many women and 
children, carrying with them $8,000,- 
imbed the rock and 
resisted a siege by the Red army last 
ing thirteen months, When Govern- 
ment troops recaptured Ningtu in the 
summer of 1981, the siege of Tsui Wet 
Feny was lifted, but in the spring of 
1932 Ningtu was again captured. by 
the Communists, and for eight more 
‘months the $00 defenders on the peak 
continved to hold out. | 

‘Shortage of food became a serious 
problem, so the women and children 
‘ave up thelr rations to the men, that 
they might ght with undiminished 
strength. At last, realising the hope= 
Tessness of the siiuation, three young 
‘men were chosen to climb down the 
rock and escape through the Com- 
munist lines with a message begging 
for help from the Government. The 
three were let down at night by a 
rope 1,100 ft. long, and, after perilous 
adventures, ‘succeeded’ in reaching 
Kwangchang and Nanchang, but, 
much though the Government wished 
to succour the beleaguered garrison, 
nothing could be done, since Ningt 
was at tat time deep in the Red ar 

‘So the defenders, weak from 
haustion and famine, were forced, in 
1993, to yield. Fifty of them com- 
mitted suicide by jumping off 
rock, while the other survivors of the 
Siege, about $00 in number, were let 
through the streets of Ningtu and 
beheaded —Reuter.

Frost Oon Own Cosmssroxoer 


Sutsien, Ku, Jan. 24. 

Serious rioting has occurred ‘an 
‘Scuyang Hsien, about 50 miles south- 
feast of Sutsien city. Exact details of 
the: ‘trouble are not obtainable at 
present, but reports from eye witnes- 
Set indicate that large numbers of 
Persons have been killed and many 
more wounded. 

‘For ‘some months past, thousands 
‘and thousands of people have been 
working in connection with drainage 
‘and flood control projects in the coun- 
try between Sutsien and Tsingklang- 
pu. They have been deepening come 
Eectlons of the old Yellow. River 
channel, and other waterways, as part 
‘of a plan to carry off the flood waters 
of the Hwal River basin. Soldiers of 
the Kiangsu Provinelal Gi 
been stationed in that district, 
prevent disturbances among the multi-

‘A few days ago, several thousand 
country people sitacked the soldiers 
In such overwhelming numbers th» 
the latier were not able to offer 
effective resistance. It sald that most

armed, using swords, spears, old 
fashioned rifles, etc.

Serious Situation Round Tsingkiangpu: Forced 
Labour Cause of Trouble

‘Telangktangpu, Ku, Jan. 24 
‘The serious situation which has 
developed near here between the 
Little Knife Soctety and the soldiers 
goes back to two months or $0 
When troops went to the Naashinkih 
section of Siyang to carry out orders 
for the securing of workers tor the 
Hwal River conservancy authorities 
in their plan to dig out the bed of 
the old Yellow River. The local 
people contended that offctal prve! 
mations had not been posted and 
that the securing of men for the 
work was being done illegally. 

It is stated that the proper proc. 
‘mations were put up but bad blood 
had been stirred up and tnere was 
‘a great deal of resistance ralseé It 
4s alleged that one of the leaders in 
this resistance was a man named 
‘Yoh “He was arrested and brovght 
to Teingkianepu where he assured the 
authorities that he was not fighting 
against them and offered to assist In 
allaying the situation {f permitted to 
return to his home, ‘This man, it is 
stated, was formerly a bandit’ head 
10 had reformed and was a local 
“tung at. 

‘On his return to his home he at- 
tempted to persuade the people to, 
take up the work required but they. 
turned on him as a traitor and sur~ 
rounded his home, killing him and 
several of his servants. ‘Troops sent 
out to quell the riot were attacked. 
‘This was a month or more ago. 

Orrantzed Into Soctety 

Since that time these people have 
been orsanizing themselves into the 
“Little Knife Soelety”, going from 
home to home and foreing all to 
Join on pain of death, A sort of 
frenzy seems to have possyssion of 
them and the entire country-side is 
In thelr hands. During the last tew 
days troops have been Mghting them 
but with serious results for the 
troops, as ft is stated that over: 
100 have been’ killed or wound 
If Is stated that the people fight 
naked from the waist up, using 
inivea or any implements they may 
have and that they are absolutely 
fearless. 

‘The blood of the soldiers is up and 
‘no quarter ts given to prisoners with 
‘the result that the fighting ts all the 
more violent. Rumours are flying 
that Communists from Anhwel are 
inspiring the Little Knives, but this 
‘eannot be confirmed. 

It x certain though that a cool head 
Js needed to direct the present sttua- 
tlon, Military operations on a large 
scale may be necessary but It would 
seem that other meant should be 
‘teled first and the co-operation of the 
people sought through ners 
frlendly explanation of what is do- 
sired ot them. 

‘This entire profeet of the redigeing 
of the bed af the Old Yellow River 
hhas aroused much resentment, es- 
pecially east of Lienshul where it is 
stated that the old bed is to be 
abandoned and a mew one dut 
through the country.

Foreign and Chinese merchants in 
Hongkong believe that Canton's so- 
Jealled Three-Year Plan is a great 
impediment to local industries. The 
JThree-Year Plan, say the merchants, 
really concern "government the al 
tablishment of monopolies, and this| 
Lurts business men of this Colony as 
well as those in other farts of the 
province. Formerly Hongkong im- 
porters sold a good deal of sugar, 
[cement, and molasses oa the main. 
land, but now ‘these goods are sold 
by the Kuangtung Provinelal Govern- 
ment. 

‘The goods do come to Hongkong! 
from Java, Japan, Shanghai, etc. 
‘but they are bought by the Chinese 
government which sends down gov- 
ernment launches and tranships them 
Jdirect to the government-owned fac~ 
torles in Canton. ‘There the goods 
are wrapped and labelled and sold 
by the National Products Sales Office. 
which hus opened a branch office in 
‘Shanghal. 

Japanese Cement Underselling 

‘This new economic policy is a great 
blow to a local British factory. In| 
Hongkong there is alrevay strong] 
Japanese competition, a» Japanese| 
cement is as cheap as $1 per bag of 
}240 Ibs. Formerly British cement, 
sold very well in Canton owing to| 
the boycott of Japanese goods. Now 
the Chirese factory at Sichuen turns 
out cement, and owing to heavy taxes 
Hongkong cement has no market in 
JCanton. ‘Even Chinese cement pro- 
duced in Tangshan, Hopel province, 
1 kept out from competition on the 
‘mainland. 

Factory owners in Hengkong are| 
Aelightod to learn that Singapore 
Chinese merchints are preparing to! 
‘open Chinese Products Exhibition. 
Factory proprietors will send ali 
Kinds of thelr products to the Ex- 

bition, which ‘will also sell. them. 
Chinese firms in Singapore are will- 
ing to act as agents for goods from 
China especially from Hongkong. 
‘They are enthusiastic over importing| 
Hongkong manufactured goods owing 
to the fact that local products are| 
cheaper than those from China pro- 
[per. Most manufactured native goods 
Fequire foreign raw materials, which 
fara cheoper in Hongzong, a free 
Ort 

‘Chinese factories in Shangha: 
Jrientsin and Canton, it is under 
stood, will also send their pro- 
[ducts for exhibition in Singapore. A’ 
Fepresentative of the Singapore 
[Chinese Chamber of Commerce stated 
that there was prospect of pushing 
the sale of Hongkong manufactured 
jgoods in that British possession. 
Where trade has improved somewhat 
Guring recent months. Chinese resi- 
dents, he said, would like to buy 
commodities {rom their native land.

guaranteed to bring pressure to bear 
upon the local magistrate to restore 
the goods and, falling that, to com- 
pensate for the loss. 

His fortune is now estimated at 
round about one million dollars and 
his aMuence is clearly indicated by| 
the imposing mass of buildings 
Fecently erected at his home. Prob- 
ably stirred by the activity of Gen. 
Chiang Kal-shek in his” anti-drug| 
campaign and the severe treatment 
of pedlars caught in Peking, the 
military at Paotou on the T.-P. Rall-| 
way, where the first Division of 
Cavalry is stationed under Gen, 
Chang Chreng-te, have been roused 
to take proceedings against Mr. Tu.

‘The ald 
wag entirely successful and the 
soldiers brought thelr man back a 
prisoner to Divisional Headquarters, 
where he still les, while » frantis 
efforts are bolng made by influential 
friends to secure his release. ‘The 
military, it 1s reported, are demand-| 
Ing a sum of $200,000 ‘dollars as the 
price of his freedom but all this

Ing fraud that were staggering even 
to a hardened old China hand. 

‘The Public Peace Bureau  every- 
where is entrusted with the task of 
‘maintaining order and dispensing 
justice on smaller matters to the 
‘Surrounding neighbourhood. — More 
important cases, involving serious 
quarrels and disputes are passed on 
to the hslen authorities. The force 
of twenty police, stationed in this 
villa ‘Supposed to put 
down” gambling, arrest drug- 
vedlars and make the lives of bed 
characters a burden until they reform. 
‘What really happens Is that these 
psoudo-guardians of the law take 
ake-off all the gambling houses in 
the centre and vicinity, while they 
secretly abet the drug traffic by 
receiving liberal gifts and privileges| 
trom those who distribute the dope. 


A Vielous Circle 


For example, there were five 
gambling dens along the main strect. 
Of which the most conspicuous was 
situated in the local Post Office, 
where three tables were well 
atronized every night! Since my| 
‘ast visit, it is true, the number of 
Irug-pedlars has decreased, owing to| 
aigher official thunder and rumours of 
Irastie measures now being enforced| 
a the larger cities, but there are

supplying them with entertainment, 
rug rations and substantial bribes 
‘0 Keep thelr mouths shut.

‘These police have been for the

‘Without a doubt, appointments 
to, such posts are never made to- 
day on merit and efficiency, but 
‘through personal influence or the 
Payment of substantial bribes to the 
offeial at" county headquarters. 
‘The whole business moves in 2 
vielous circle and there appears 20 
‘hope of reform. 
Ringing the Changes 

But one of the most illuminating] 
searchlights on the situation was 
afforded by the chance reference to 
a storm brewing among indignant 
farmers of the neighbourhood over 3 
specially flagrant case of the  mis- 
‘appropriation of public funds by four 
‘of the leading gentry. Five years 
‘ago, when the North” was in" the 
throes of one of those recurring] 
celvil wars, the Provincial authorities 
ralsed a forced loan from the long- 
suffering people to. replenish thelr 
depleted coffers anda very. large 
sum was realized. Though definite 
Promises of repayment were made, 
“when better times come along”, there 
seemed no prospect of fulftiment, 
However, for once the unexpected 
happened and last’ autumn an 
Intimation triekled through the usual 
official channels to the astonished 
farmers that the share due to ths 
chu $1,700, had been repaid to helen 
headquarters and would shortly be 


distributed through thelr loeal 
omtcers, 
‘On its arrival, the sight of s0| 


much ready cash was too much for 
the worthy gentlemen in charge of 
the people's interests and at once a 
scheme was concocted, by which the 


prize might be diverted into their 
‘own pockets. 
Invitations to a feast were sent] 


out to all the headmen of the vill- 
‘ages, comprising the unit, and on the 
day, after the guests ‘had freely 
dined and_wined, several plausible 
speakers propounded the plan. With 
permission of their hearers (sie), 
it was proposed to transfer this sum 
fo the credit of the chu educa- 
tonal account, now it was stated, 
‘very much overdrawn. The tax de- 
‘manded of them for educational pur- 
poses had been “quite insufficient” to 
meet the heavy expenditure called 
for by the Government programme 
and 20, as the villages were to re- 
ceive ail the beneft, it was up to 
thelr representatives to. sanetion. the 
diversion of their repaid loan to this 
praiseworthy object.. The effrontery 
of this suggestion was apparently 
‘concealed ‘by the specious words 
used, or was it that the guests had 
dined “not wisely but too well” and 
were thus unable to offer resistance, 
even should any have been inclined 
to demur? 

‘Anyhow, silence was regarded as| 
giving consent and the conspirators 
‘were highly delighted at the success 
of their strategy. ‘There was, how. 
fever, much dissatisfaction expressed 
In thelr respective villages, when the 
revellers returned. This ‘has | been 
fanned into flame of protest by 
the latest demand of those gentry 
for the collection of a new tax for 
“telephone expenses” in the 
the amount due from this chu belng 
$500! Even the village worm will 
turn at last, though it takes a mighty 
lot to move him, and the matter is 
now referred to. the law-courts, 
where, if precedent is any guide, 
there is about as much chance of 
these ‘country-folk seeing thelr 
original loan as a snowball has of 
resisting the temperature of Hades. 


Two Village Hampdens 

Within ree:nt years, I have per- 
sonally known two ‘Chinese em- 
‘bryonic John Hampdens, who have 
tried unsuccessfully to lift the banner 
of revolt against these close and 
Powerful corporations of village life, 
cabals of rascally 

















‘every pie and who fleece the people 
with most Ingenious rapacity. Tn 
the one case, he was unanimously in- 
vited by a group of villages to. fight| 
their common enemies in the Asten 
court, where the verdict was, of 
course, a foregone conclusion. He 
appealed and went. to Tientsin, 
where the suit was retried before 
the Provincial authorities. 

‘Though there was ample evidence 
to ensure a smashing verdict for the 
Prosecution in any other country, 
Where the scales of° justice are not 
weighted, the defendants were again 
‘able to elude conviction by. the sim-| 
le expedient of securing the inter- 
vention of a powerful offcial high| 
up in the service of the State. His| 
name wild horses will not drag fron 
In consequence my friend returned| 
home 2 sadder, “wiser and much 
poorer man, as his sponsors failed| 
fo constribuic thelr share of 
the heavy bill and he is now. bur- 
dened with a crushing debt.

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RAILWAY PROGRESS MADE IN SHANSI 


Years of Neglect Now Yielding Place to Desire 
for Development 


‘Fnone Our Own Comesronene 


‘Talla, Shansi, Jan. 15. 

Since, the birth’ of the “Republic 
‘Shans! has been a neglected province, 
430 far as rallway construction is con: 
‘cerned. Fortunately this is no longer 
‘the ease, ‘The year 1034 marked a 
turing point in the history of rall- 
ways in Shansi. 

‘On December 15 the Chengtal Rail- 
‘way inaugurated passenger service on 
its branch Tine between Yutzo and 
‘Taiku, a distance of twenty-five miles; 
Dut for more than a month previous 
trains had beon running as far as 
the Wu Ma River, two miles from the 
‘Taiku Station, this two-mile stretch 
being covered by motor-buses charter- 
ed by the raitway. 

‘The Chengtai Line now operates 
‘two trains a day each way between 
‘Taiku and Yutze, and one train each 
way between Talia and Taiyuan. All 
make close connections with main-line 
trains. On the present schedule on 
can reach Yitze in an hour and a 
quarier and Talyuan in a little over 
two hours, while the trip to or from 
Poking requires less than twenty-four 
hours. Two stecl. rails connecting 
‘Taiku with the outside world remove 
fa sense of isolation, and’ enable one 
to laugh at rain and snow which form 
erly prevented travel for dave at 
time. 

Passenger traftie over the branch 
ine was at first very light; but, since 
trains began running trom the ‘Talk 
Station, business has been pleking up. 
‘There is also evidence of increasing 
freight trame—grain moving out and 
coal coming in. Yang Chuan coal 
(the best in Shansi) now sells on the 
ocal market as cheaply as_poorer 
grades hauled by cart from Taiyuan 
hhslen, But the coal dealers all com- 
plain of shortage of rolling stock. 
None have surplus eoal on hand; con- 
sequently, as soon as a carload arrives 
bby Fall, buyers flock in with wheel- 
‘barrows and carts, fighting for enough 
fuel to keep the Lome fires burning. 


Line Extended to Huochow 


‘The Shans! Provincial Governmegt 
hhas recently extended the *St Jy 
allway to Huochow, some - ‘rch Sm 
southwest of Taiyua 

this light railway has been operat 
dally trains between Taiyuan 
hich Hstu, a distance of ninety mil 
‘The newly opened section carries the 
railway out of the Taiyuan Plain, and 
down the Gorge of the Fen River 
through some fifty miles of attractive 
mountain scenery, In places the rail- 
way runs along the former motor-road 
connecting the Taiyuan Plain with the 
Hotung region. Where the narrowness 
of the gorge makes parallel roads im- 
possible, ‘motor-car has been 
forced to yield to the locomotive. As 
the Tungpu Railway now carries the 
mail down the old South Re 

towns along the right of way enjoy 
a faster ‘more reliable mail 
serview than ever before. 


Connecting the Stations 

‘Talku now bongs two railway: 
statlons—an East Station and a West 
Station. ‘To connect the two the 
county-magistrate is building a com- 
bined motor-road and cart-road, about 
‘a mille in length, along the South Wall 
of the city. Just outside the South 
Gate many ramshackle buildings have 
been razed to make way for the new 
highway. ‘These changes will greatly 
Improve the southern approach to the 
city, and hereafter motorists will find 
it much easier to enter the city. 

Not many years ago traffe through 
the South Gate was frequently held 
‘up for half an hour or more a time 
by a cart which had become jammed 
between the huge stone blocks intend 
‘ed to prevent the passage of vehicles 
with axles beyond the legal length. 
Under such circumstances, many a 
poor earter has suddenly found him- 
self the centre of unenviable attention 
‘and algo the recipient of much useless 
‘advice phrased in lurid language 
‘Only when the police ceased teursing 
‘and began pounding the wheel or axle 
with a heavy boulder was the eart| 
released and the traifle jam broken. 
Several years ago. these annoying 
standards of measurement were re- 
moved to enable motor-cars to enter 
the elty in safely. Arches along the 
main streets were also torn down, and 
the streets were put in condition for 
motor-traMe, China does change, in 
spite of those who harp on the change- 
Tesmess of Chinese civilization!

‘Unusually Heavy Snow 

Central Shansi has experienced an| 
unusually heavy snowfall this winter— 
perhaps the heaviest in ten years. 
Three years ago snow covered the 
ground for two months at a siretoh, 
Dut the weather remained so bitterly 
cold that the snow failed to melt. 
‘This year there have been several 
heavy falls of snow, much of which 
has melted off quickly; but, even 30, 
there stil remains about eight inches 
‘of snow on the Taiyuan Pisin and a 
foot in the mountains. If all gocs well 
in the spring, there should be a 
bumper crop of winter wheat. 

"Tho Shansi mountains are again 
proving an irresistible attraction to 
Sportsmen. A number of local hunters, 
‘a5 well as several parties from Chihli 
have braved the deep snow in oder 
to wy. thelr luck. As usual,’ the 
largest number have gone into the 
‘mountains west of Fenchow. | Others 
have trekked south from Pingting. 
‘And some Shansi hunters have ied 
thelr luck nearer home, From all re- 
ports game is abundant this year,

Seventy-three British and American Chefoo Pupils 
Taken in ss. Tungchow to Honghai Bay 


BRITISH NAVY'S SPLENDID WORK 


Ship Found Abandoned Six Hours After Alarm: All Young 
Passengers Safe: Sailing to Hongkong 


HANGHAT was rent with misgiving on Friday when it was anrounced 

that the Butterfleld & Swire ss. Tungchow, with over seventy 
children (mostly British, but a few Americans) and thelr escorts, return 
ng to the China Inland Mission Schools at Chefoo after the holifays, 
was more than a day overdue. 

Due at Welhaiwei early on Thursday morning, the ship had aot 
sent out any message regarding its movements, though equipped with 
wireless. 

‘The local B. & 8, office despatched a wireless broadcast to all ships 
and land stations, 19 the effect:—"Have you heard of, know of, oF 
seen the ss. Tungchow?” giving her course and supplementary details. 
No. replies were receiver. The Senior British Naval Officer 
(Shanghai) radioed all H.M. Ships in the neighbourhood, while H.M.S. 
Sandwich, which was off the Shantung coast, made every efort to 
trace the ‘Tungchow 

‘About 8 pm. the welcome news came through the British Navy 
that the Tungehow hud been located, and that all the children were cafe. 
The Navy's message stated that the Tungchow was pirated ten railes 
northeast of Shawelshan Island, off the mouth ofthe Yangtze, on Tues- 
Gay, and that the pirates had landed in Honghal Bay, one of the most 
notorious of pirate bases, to the east of Hongkong. The Tung how, it 
‘was reported, was vroceeding to Junk Bay, Hongkong. Sergt. Tihor-“ef, 
fone of the Russian guards on the Tungehow, was reported killed and Mr. 
Kenneth MeDonald, ef Stornoway, the Second Engineer, had a gumot 
wound in the chest. All others wers safe. 

Tt was, perhaps, not inappropriate that the frst good news so far 

the general public were concerned was read by Brig.-Gen. Macnaghten 
fo the members of the Zero Club and thelr guests at the club's annual 
inner, ‘There were emongst the veterans several anxious fathers and 
there was a really hearty cheer when the General announced, by 
courtesy of HM.

|Tungchow was pirated on December 
18, 1925, about 200 miles souta of 
Weihaiwet. The pirates then shot end 
Wounded the captain in the gioin 
‘and held up all the other othzers and 
passengers. With lights out, they 
|turned southward, tinally ceuching 
Bias Bay, forcing’ the officers nd 
engineers to work under pistol 
threats. 

At Bias Bay, the foreign passers- 
fers, on the advice of the ofticer, 
remained inside their cabins, walle 
boats came from shore to tke of 
the loot, which included a consider 
able amount of specie, some cargo, 
and all the portable baggage ot the 
‘Chinese passengers. The foreigners 
were not molested. When releared, 
the vessel sailed for Hongkong. 

‘Among those on boant at that 
time were Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, 
then the Editor of the “Peking &

FOR GALLANTRY 


Russian’s Plucky Last Fight 
on the Tungchow 


Sergt. Ivan V. Tikhomiroff, who 
was killed when defending the British 
and American children on the 
Tungchow, had led a life character- 
zed ‘by gallantry, he having been 


gazetted on numerous occasions while

serving in the Russian Imperial Army, 
‘Among his honours was the Cross of 
St. George. 

‘Born in Kazan in 1805 he entered 
the Russian Army in 1915. His 
special talents being recognized, he’ 
was seat to the Officers Training 
‘School and graduated in 1918 with th 
rank of Ueutenant. He fought gal 
lantly on the German frontier, and, 
with the Bolshevik uprising, he 
eniered the service of Admiral 
Koltchak, again being credited with 
gallant conduct. 


Captured by the Reds, he faced a 
firing squad and was left for dead, 
but, though seriously wounded, he 
crawled away, and recovered with 
the assistance | of peasantry. From 
‘Chita he went to Tientsin, later join- 
ing the White Russians in the Shan- 
tung army. In 1090, he arrived in 
Shanghai and joined a local riding 
school. He was transferred to the 
Russian detachment in the French 
[Concession, and, as from September, 
1034, he became one of the anti-piracy 
[guards on the Tungehow. 

Deceased has no living _ relatives, 
Dut, in ense his remains are forwarded 
to Shanghal, the Cross of St. George

LIFTS SAFE FOR 
TRANSPORT 


Interesting Paper Read at 
Engineers’ Meeting 


‘A number of members of the In- 
stitution of Electrical Engineers were 
present at a meeting held in the 
Metropole Hotel on Friday at $30 
pam. to hear a paper read un 
“Lifts” by Mr. C. V. Du Mars. 

Tn the course of his paper, the 
reader quoted huge figures to sow 
the extent to which lifts were used 
in New York and the small percent 





age of accidents that happened 
compared to other transporting 
venieles. 


"The fgures showed that some three 
million more people are served dally 
by elevators in New York City than 
fare carried by all the borizontal 
transfer systems combined—including 
subways, street cars, elevated trms, 
‘and. buses, Some 12,350,000 persons 
travel dally in lifts, while 9,009,000 
are carried otherwise. 

‘Casualties caused by lifts in New 
York showed one fatality for every 
265,000,000 persons carried, and but 
‘one injury” per, 39,000,500." In other 
public traM@e fatality” is one in 
14,000,000 and injury one in 66,000, 
Jor a ratio in favour of lifts of nine- 
teen {0 one, and 600 to one respec- 
tively.

‘he added, and questioned further. tie 
‘said, “My trip to America is partly 
pleasure, but I am putiing to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the existing conditions 
in the Islands and the zeal and 
assiduity with which all parties are 
Pursuing a common cause.’, 

‘Messrs. Quezon and Osmena, \rcd- 
ers of rival parties, and Mr. Manuel 
Roxas, former Speaker of the House. 
were co-operating in support of the 
new movement, while the judiciary 
and members of the legislature were 
lending thelr active assistance to the 
group, who were actually drawing up 
the Constitution. When he left 
Manila, the document was in the| 
tinal stages of completion. He would | 
say that the draft would rank with 
any in the world; powerfu', broad. 
yet flexible and humane. Unde- its 
Conditions, all permanent residents of 
the various islands would becrme 
citizens of the new Commonwealth 
It they desired, irrespective of former | 
citizenship. 

The legislature would be unin 
cameral, with proper separation of 
the judiciary and the executive. For 
ten years, a High Commissioner 
from the United States could wield 
negating force, but he felt that this 
would virtually be in name nly, 
Inasmuch as he held a high regard 
for the loyalty and sincerity of the 
proponents.

On Sunday, the eve of the Lunar 
New Year, being one of the busiest 
days among the Chinese community, 
all Chinese banks remained open 
Instesd of observing the usual 
Sunday holiday. All the Chinese 
shops, halr-dressing saloons and pub- 
Ue bath-houses, did business through- 
out the might and even in the 
early hours of next | mornin 
while the tram and omnibus com: 
panies are expected to extend thelr 
Eerviees for several hours beyond 
thelr usual schedules. 
Government Omices Open 

With the exception of Government 
institutions which will earry on work 
{as usual, all. industrial concerns and 
Commercial institutions will suspend 
‘work fora few days beginning Mon 
day, It is estimated that some 
150,000 workers of various local 
factories ‘will suspend operations for 
‘a period ranging from three to seven 
ays between Sunday and next 
Saturday. Of this number, about 
100,000 hands are in the employ of 
milis in the Settlement, Almost all 
the Chinese shops will suspend busi- 
ness for four days. *

In connection with the Settlement 
day, Gen. Wu Te-chen, the Mayor of 
Greater Shanghai, gave an interview to 
the press and promised to take stern 
of which, he promised to take stern 
‘action to punish persons who tried to 
clreulate wild rumours with the alm 
‘of causing dislocation of the’ ‘money 
murket and a financial erisis, 

‘The majority of local banks, how- 
ever, had the situation well in hand, 
holding suificient specie against the 
notes issued by them and there was 
sufficient silver in Shanghai to meet 
Teauirements since the Introduction of 
the equilization tax by the Govern- 
ment, the Mayor sald. 

Sunday, being the Settlement 
Day, all Chinese banks, including the 
Ceniral Bank of Ching, the Bank of 
Communications, and ‘the Bank’ of 
China, opened to business for the 
whole day. An official of the Chinese 
Bankers “Association stated that, on 
Saturday alone, the Central Bani of 
China, the Bank of China,’ and the 
Bank ‘of Communications loaned the 
various native banks more than $8,- 
000,000 in order to enable the latter 
to tide over the Settlement Day-

“Asia Houses” to Improve 
Far East Trade 


‘The economic situation of America 
to-day was the subject of a papor 
read by Mr. Julean Amold,” U.S 
Commercial Attaché, to a number 
of members and guests of the Pan- 
Pacitie. Association at a tiffin held 
at the Astor House Hotel, on Friday. 
Dr, ¥, 8. Tsao presided, 

Tn the course’ of his’ paper, Mr, 
Amnold brought out three’ important 
points, The first was the introdue- 
tion ot societies in various eities on 
the Pacitic Coast of America to be 
known as “Asia Houses,” to further 
the interests “of trade between 
America and the Far Bast. The 
second touched on the unemployment 
rellet problem of America. Thirdly, 
hhe emphasised that America was at 
last realising that her prosperity 
depended on imports trom foreign 
countries and not solely on exports.

“In a constructive sense, in 
Ametiea’s relations with China and 
the Far East generally, probably the 
‘most important accomplishment. dur- 
‘ng my six. months’ sojourn In. the 
United States,” sald Mr. Arnold, “was 
the success attending etforts to estab- 
fat each of the four important 
Paeitic Coast trading ports an institu. 
ton to serve as a clearing-house of 
{interest in and contacts with the 
nations of Asia, Tthas been suggest 
ed that the organization be known 
‘ag Asia House and in each case be 
decorated in Oriental style, — with 
Ubraries and reading rooms for 
current literature pertaining to the 
Far East, Loan exhibits of Oriental 
art are also encouraged. At Seattle, 
San , Froneisco, and Los Angeles 
arrangements probably will be made 
to affiliate with clubs already in 
existence. 
Interest in the Asia House. idea 
4s not confined to the Pacitie Coast 
alone, It Is also hoped they may 
ve to necentuate the importance 
1d effectiveness of the American- 
Japanese and American-Chinese Trada 
‘Councils as recently organized under 
the ausplees of the National Foreign 
‘Trade Council. Furthermore in 
America’s position as a Pacitic 
Power, they should go a long way 
towards the realization of President 
Roorevelt's Ideal of America as a 
good neighbour in its relations with 
other people.” 
America’s Bix Probl 
‘Mr. Arnold spoke of unemployment 
and relief as probably the lar 
problem at present facing America, 
Unemployment relief, he stated, is 
apparently being so well distributed 
that, 10 the casual observer travelling 
over the country, there is little or 
hho evidence of utright poverty or 
of large numbers of people being 
mn distress, In fact, it was seldom 
beggars were encountered on the 
atrests, and the population generally 
appeared to be well-clad and well 
nourished, The fact that individuals 
of families may: be living on Govern- 
ment rellef does not stop them from 
continuing to own and operate their 
motor cars or deprive them of the 
enjoyment of radios, which now are 
considered necessities to the Ameri 
can family.

Warning to China to Act 
Before Too Late 


Speaking at the Shanghai Y's Men's 
Club tim, last Wednesday, Mr. J. B. 
Powell said that whether the Soviet 
economic penetration of Sinkiang 
will be followed by politieal penetra: 
tion in the future cannot be deter- 
mined at the present time and pro- 
ably ‘will depend upon circum. 
stances, “It is vital that China should 
take sleps to establish closer com-| 
munication with the province, be- 
cause, as the situation stands to-day, 
the province is almost completely 
isolated from direct contact with the| 
National Government and the indus 
trielized sections of China on the 
coast. ‘The Soviet construction of the 
Turkish-Siberian railway,  which| 
‘skirts China's western border, has 
had the effect of drawing Sinkiang 
within the sphere of Soviet economic 
influence. “The people of Sinklang'| 
must looic to Russia as an outlet for 
their raw products’ and asa source 
of supply for thelr moter "cars, 
machinery, and other manufactured 
Products.

the opinion of all interested foreign 
organizations, and the representatives 
of the Shanghai Jewish Community, 
which forms an integral part of the 
Russian colony, it will not be justified 
in making any suggestions to the 
League, He algo informed the meet- 
lg that in reply to his requests he 
was assured by the Bureau of Public 
Safety, City Government of Greater 
Shanghai, and the Municipalities of 
the International Settlement and 
French Concession that any possible 
assistance will be given to the Com:

PROTEST AGAINST 
C.E.R. 


Statement by Liquidator of | 
Russo-Asiatic Bank 


‘A statement to the creditors of the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank that thelr “legi- 
timate interests” in the Chinese East~ 
fern Railway are threatened by the 
Soviet’s sale of the line to the Japan- 
fese and Manchoukuo authorities was | 
issued yesterday by Mr. Perey Chu, 
Mquidaior of the Bank. 

‘The statement sets forth that the 
right to. build the railway was 
granted by the Chinese Government 
to the Russo-Chinese Bank, later the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank, and’ that on 
formation of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway Company “its entire capital 
of five million roubles was subscribed 
by the Russo-Chinese Bank which 
hhas been since then the sole owner 
of the shares of the railway.” ‘The 
‘Statement further maintains that 
under the Sino-Soviet agreement of 
3924 concerning the railway, | the 
Soviet Government “made itself fully 
liable for the shares of the company 
held by the Russo-Asiatic Bank” as 
well as for all claims against the line 
before March 9, 1917. 

Since, according to the statement, 
this part of the agreement has not 
been carried out, “the Soviet Govern- 
ment as not the legal title to the 
‘ownership of the railway and cannot 
therefore dispose of it” 

‘The statement reveals that on June 
23 and July 18, 1093, _ respectively, 
‘Mr. Chu sent notes to’M. Bogomotov, 
Soviet Ambassador to China, and 
Ariyoshi, Japanese Minister to China, 
protesting against the negotiations for 
sale of the railway unless and until

‘While fluctuations were ‘still in 
small fractions, during the third 
‘week, the weakness was becoming 
more confirmed as prices receded 
Slowly but steadily for the frst few 
days. With the publication of war 
reports from the north, the inevit- 
able happened so that on Friday and 
Saturday of that week the market 
took another dive downward. 

‘Artiiclal influences were at work 
in the fourth and last-week of the 
month bringing about slightly higher 
prices, ‘Taking advantage of the 
market conditions, bears had been 
busy for some time but with the 
approach of settlement day they had 
fo seek cover and thelr orders did 
much to boost the market.  Immedi 
ately after the end of January trad- 
ing, however, the decline was re- 
sumed and though on the 28th, small 
gains were registered, net results 
‘were not very satisfactory.

EXPORTERS ASSOCIATION 
OF SHANGHAL 


‘The annual gerieral meeting of 
members of the Exporters Associa 
tion of Shanghai was held on 
January 31 at the offices of the 
Secretaries, Messrs. Beck & Swann, 
with Mr. J. H. Liddell in the chair. 

In presenting his report on the 
‘year, the chairman referred to a 
Secrease in the number of members 
during the past year of from 44 to 
39, Stating that a minimum of 40 
‘was essential, he asked that a drive 
for further | membership be ine 
stituted. The balance carried forward 
to the next year's working account 
was $1,604.16, as against $2,051.79 at 
the end of 1933. 

In reviewing the work of the year, 
Mr. Liddell referred to the difleul- 
ties experienced by members in the 
Egg Albumen, ‘Tobacco and Bristle 
trades, and to the valuable work done 
by sub-committees of the association. 
Messrs. Smith, Erich and Kale were 
thanked for the assistance they had 
‘diven. Speaking of the association's 
duties, Mr. Liddell said: 

“The association has_ important 
duties here in China, ‘The ‘export 
trade is vital to the Chinese nation 
and a valuable part of it is in our 
hands. Anything we can do to im- 
prove the conditions which govern 
it and to increase its volume, auto- 
matically increases the wealth’ of the 
nation asa whole, and for that 
reason we have the right to expect 
the support of the Chinese authori- 
ties. China is the only country In 
the world, that T know of, which 
levies a tax on her export in a large 
way. There is a tendeney 100, among 
Chinese, both merchants and offcials, 
to think that the world must use 
China's produce, regardless of its 
cost. 1 would like to impress upon 
them that, in many articles, there 
fare other ‘countries which can offer 
as good and often much better pro- 
‘duets at strictly competitive prices 
fand that every effort isbeing made in 
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improve quality and reduce costs. 
"The Chinese Government has done 
lot in recent years to open up the 
Jcountry with new ronds and railways 
fout even so these are still quite 
inadequate for the effective and 
Jcheap transportation of goods. 
The” carrying charges on. mer 
chandise “from interior districts 
to Coastal or river porte are, there. 
fore, on an average far higher than 
in other counteles and as a result, 
the farmer in China does not receive 
}a competitive value for the products 
fof his farm. Further than this, he 
‘has not the beneft of the same 
financial assistance us is offered in 
other countries and consequently can 
ll afford to develop on up-to-date 
ine. 

“We hear a great deal about Gov- 
ernment programmes for the indus 
trial advancement of China, but 
China is a nation of land owing 
farmers and it seems to me that 
agricultural development would be 
the more natural programme and 
surely one of equal if not greater 
imporianee. A start could very simply 
‘be made by removing all duties on 
exports and this is something T think 
We should press fur at the frst 
possible opportunity,

SmI beg the hospitality of 
your’ columns for the purpos: of

T realize only too well that the 
oppression" exercised houcly and 
dally at the expense of the helpless 
rlekshawmen inthe streets of this 
place is a settled policy of its civic 
Administration, and that any attempt 
to ameliorate’ this public evil is 
faced with terrifle odds against the 
possibility of a more bumane and 
Just attitude being adopted by the 
police toward their victims. 

Last night I witnessed an’ incident 
of ‘the most cruel and tyrannical 
deseription which is, unhappily. of 
‘such wide and general occurrence. 
Tt was merely the chasing by a 
Chinese police constable of a public 
Fiekshawman in Bubbling Well Road 
‘opposite Majestic Road and the 
snatching of the rickshawman’s 
cushion, 

‘That involves the ning of this 
ragged starving workman of 50 
ents, the loss of his chanee of 
custom for the remainder of his hire 
period, and the loss of all his time 
and trouble to-day in retrieving his 
rickshaw and finding the money to 
pay this iniquitous fine. 

T must apologize to your readers 
for interpolating personal details, 
Dut know of no better way of try- 
ing to bring home to the conscious 

‘of humane and just minted 
people the real extent of this terror 
now operating in our midst. 

For many years and in happler 
elreumstances| T have used what 
puny powers I possess to champion 
the cause of the hopelessly hel. less 
rlekshawman in. this long standing 
seandal of the Shanghai streets, and 
‘admit my hopeless failure ia’ that 
task. 

But now that I find myself prace

HLM. SUPREME COURT 


Cathedral School Henry Lester 
Endowment 


In HBM. Supreme Court on 
February first Judge A. G. Mossop 
delivered judgment in the Matter of 
the Holy Trinity Cathedral at Shang- 
hal and in the Matter of the Cathedral 
School Henry Lester Endowment. In 
‘this ease Mr. John McNeill of Messrs, 
‘Hansons appeared for the Cathedral 
‘Trustees, Mr. Lipson Ward of Messrs. 
Platt & Co, appeared for the Lester 
‘Trustees, and Mr. Victor Priestwood, 
Crown Advocate, ‘appeared in person. 

‘The judgment follows 

‘This is an application by the 
plaintifts, who are the Trustees of 
Holy Trinity Cathedral at Shanghai 
for the determination by the Court 
of certain questions arising in the ad- 
‘ministration of the trust of the boys’ 
school known as “The Cathedral 
‘School — Henry Lester Endowment,” 
having regard to the terms of the 
Inst Will of Henry Lester deceased, 
and to a judgment delivered | and. 
order made by this Court on Jaxiuary 
21, 1927. ‘The application is made 
under Order 65 rule 3(e) and (g) 
of the Rules of the Supreme Court, 
In the first instance the Crown Ad- 
voeste was made the sole defendant 
in the present proceedings, but on 
the hearing of a summons for direc 
tions which was taken out by th 
plaintiffs at an early stage, it wi 
ordered that the Trustees of the Will 
of Henry Lester deceased should be 
Joined as defendants, 

From the evidence placed before me 
ft would appear that the original 
Cathedral “School for boys was 
founded in 1908, In conseouence of a 
feeling then existing that there should 
be an Enelish school in the Inter- 
national Settlement and that there 
should be boy choristers In the 

“Cathedral. A Committee was formed 
which undertook fo open a school 
and admit choir ‘boys at reduced 
‘fees. as long as the Cathedral Au- 
thorities provided without cost to 
the school, a school-hotse and the 
services of one of the clerical staff 
fas headmaster, In 1913 a new ar 
rangement was made in order to. 
secure a headmaster who would 
no outside duties, Under this 
rangement the Cathedral Authorities 
pald ‘annually a fixed sum to. the 
‘school for the services of the choit 
boys. and provided the school-house 
as before, but they had no further 





























concern with the payment of any of 


the staff, The choir boys continued 
to pay,” reduced fees. In. 1917, 
‘owing to the large increase in the 
number of boys, the Committeé felt 
that the school ‘should be put on a 
broader bosis. ‘There was then form= 
‘ed a Board of fifteen Governors, each 
‘of whom was to contribute Tels 600 
per annum. ‘The Cathedral ‘Trustees 
took up five governorships, the use 
‘of the achool-house and. playground 
being token as equivalent to. Tacis 
2.4500. ‘The other vovernorships were 
taken tip by British firms and mer~ 
chants. individually or collectively. 
The Board of Governors had the 
entire responsibility of the school, 
nominated the pupils, and appointed 
the Committee of management, with 
this provision that. the Cathedral 
‘Trustees and the Merchant Governors 
respectively appointed their own re- 
Presentatives. on the Committee. "Tt 
‘would also appear that in 1924 the 
ote Henry Tester was one of the 
Governors of the school, and that the 
school fees paid by parents did not 
at that time meet more than ap- 
roximately one halt the cost of 
education. 

‘The late Henry Lester died on May 
14, 1926, “His last Will, Gated Decem- 
ber 10, 1924, contained (inter alia) 
the following provisions :— 

"9. ccsuse, AND 1 BEQUEATH 
to the ‘said “Trustees of the Holy 
Trinity “Cathedral at Shanghai 
aforesaid (hereinafter called “the 
Cathedral, Trustees") the sum of 
Six. hundred thousand Shanghai 
‘Tavis (Tis. 600.000) to be provided 
‘out of my residuary estate for re- 
Duilding and replacing, the present 
Cathedral School and premises. as 
hereinafter provided And” as an 
endowment "towards maintaining 
and supporting the said School 
annually for all_ time 1 DEVISE 
AND BEQUEATH to the Cathedral 
‘Trustees ALL those two lots of 
land and property known and re- 
istered at the British ‘Consulate 
General at Shanghat aforesaid as 
Lot Number Sixty (69) and Lot 
Number One hundred ond. forty. 
three (143) which said Lots are 
shown on the Municipal Council's 
Cadastral Plan of the Central 
District of Shanghai aforesaid 
(1920) Survey as. Lots Numbers 
‘One hundred and seventy-eight and 
‘One hundred and. seventy-seven 
(18 and-I71) AND I make the said 
bequest of Shanghoi Teels Six 
hundred thousand. (Tis, "600,000) 
‘and the sald devise and bequest of 
tthe sald Tots of land on the follow- 
ing conditions, namely: “THAT the 














‘said School shall always thereafter 
bbe called and known by the name 
of “THE CATHEDRAL SCHOOL— 
HENRY LESTER ENDOWMENT” 
and by no other name THAT the 
present Deanery building being No. 
17 Hankow Road and the present 
‘Church House being No. 21 Kiu- 
Kiang Road with all building ap- 
purtenant thereto be pulled down 
fand removed as goon as may be 
"THAT the ground so cleared be the 
site of a new School building and 
playground with = new Deanery 
and a new Church House at the 
North and South ends respectively 
of the site THAT the Cathedral 
‘Trustees shall not without the con- 
sent of the Lester Trustees 
hereinafter mentioned sell mortgage 
exchange or otherwise dispose of 
the sald site or the buildings 
hereinafter mentioned or‘any part 
thereof THAT such new buildings 
shall cost in their construction and 
formation the sum of Shanghai 
Toels Five hundred thousand (Tis. 
500.000) at least AND that the new 
Schoo! building shall be planned to 
Dave accommodation for at least 
‘Three hundred scholars PROVIDED. 
that the Cathedral ‘Trustees  s¥all 
de at Uberty in the first place to 
build part only of the School build- 
Ing to accommodate as many 
‘scholars as are available but s0 that 
such part and the new Deanery and 
‘Church House shall be completed 
and ready for occupation within the 
period of Three years from the 
date of my death and so that such 
art of the Schoo! building can be 
added to or extended within the 
Umits of the total cost of Shanghai 
‘Taels Five hundred thousand (Ts. 
500,000) and to accommodate not 
Jess than Three ‘hundred scholars 
THAT ‘the balance of Shanshal 
‘Toels One hundred thousand (Tis. 
100,000) shall be “utilized for the 
equipment and other general pur- 
poses of the School only THAT the 
‘School shall be managed by a Com- 
mittee of seven persons of whom 
four shall be appointed by the 
Lester Trustees THAT the Cathedral 
‘Trustees shall make a full and de- 
talled report of the Income and ex- 
penses and of the working of the 
sald Schoo! and publish them an- 
nually THAT the said School shall 
be open to all boys being natural 
born British subjects who. shall 
‘be not less than: seven years of age 
and of | resvectable” European 
parentage THAT the total School 
fees charged for each scholar per 
Calendar month shall be not less 
‘than Mexican Dollars Five ($5) 
and not more than is necessary to 
provide with the income of the two 
lots of land and property herein- 
before mentioned funds sufficient 
for the prover working of the 
School THAT each Scholar shall 
wear a distinctive oap to be giv. 
to him by the School AND that the 
Cathedral Trustees shall enter into 
a Deed of Covenant with the said 
Lester Trustees to observe and per- 
form the above mentioned condi- 
tons.” 

On January 6, 1927, an application 
upon an originating summons was 
made to this Court by the. then 
‘Trustees of the Will of Honry Lester 
deceased (referred to in the Will as 
‘the Lester Trustees”) for the deter 
mination of certain questions con- 
‘cerning (inter alia) the true construc- 
tion of the provisions of the Will as 
‘set out above. In those proceedings 
the then Cathedral ‘Trustees were 
made the sole defendants. and the 
Crown Advocate was not a party. 
‘Three of the questions which the 
Court was asked to determine were 
as follows: 

“(1) Whether the said Cathedral 
‘Trustees can properly charge the 
said School with rent for the land 
from time to time occupied by the 
said Schoo! and/or playground. 

(2) Whether any such rent can 
properly be fixed and adjusted at 
the expiration of every ten years 
or other convenient period. 

(3) Whether the income of the 
sum of Tis. 500,000 and/or the 
capital of the sald balance of Tis. 
100,000 and/or the said lots of land 
and property or the income arising 
therefrom or from any investments 
representing the same or any part 
thereof can properly be utilized in 
the payment from time to time of 
any such rent.” 

‘The summons was heard in cham- 
‘vere before Sir Peter Grain who. on 
January 21, 1927, delivered a written 
Judgment (vide “N.C. Herald,” Feb. 5. 
1927, p. 202) in which he ‘said (in 
part) — 

"Twill take the two next ques 
tions together ‘whether the Cathe- 
ral Trustees can properly charge 
‘the Schoo! with rent for the lond 
oceupied by the School or play- 
ground’ and ‘whether such rent can 
be properly fixed and adjusted at 
the ‘expiration of every ten years 
or other convenient period.” As 


























the land In question’ did not belong 
to the Testator but to the Cathedral 
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whatsoever why ; 


that the present proceedings have 
‘been instituted. 

‘The contentions put forward on 
behalf of the Cathedral Trustees as to 
the meaning and effect of the Court's 
order of January 21, 1927, and which 
fare opposed both by "the Lester 
‘Trustees and by the Crown Advocate, 
| may be summarized as follows: ‘The 
* plaintifis submit that . the learned 
Judge, when making the order, 
Jobviously meant:— 

(a) that the Cathedral ‘Trustees 
‘Should receive a rent of such an 
‘amount as would be a fair return 
fo them on the capital value of the 
land to be occupied by the School, 
notwithstanding that the payment 
fof such rent 
income available to the School, as 
provided for in the testator's Will, 
Insufficient for the proper working 
‘of the School; 

(b) that unless such a fair return 


the land need not be given; 

(e) that the proper persons to fix 
the rent were the Cathedral 
‘Trustees; 

(@) that the period of adjustment 
was to be a matter of agreement 
between the Cathedral Trustees and 
the Committee of Management; and 

(e) that in default of such agree 
ment the rent as fixed by the 
Cathedral Trustees should be paid 
from year to year 
‘As has been stated above, the 
application to this Court in January, 
1927, was for the determination of 
Jauesiions concerning the true con- 
struction of the testator's Will, It 
jwas an application by the than Lester 
‘Trustees under Order 55 rule 3 (a), 
(e), and (g) of the Rules of the 
Supreme Court, It was not an 
application by the then Cathedral 
‘Trustees for the leave of the Court 
to accept a bequest on certain condi- 
tions laid down by a testator. Nor 
was it an application for the deter- 
mination of questions arising in the 
‘administration of the Trust under the 
terms of which the Cathedral Trustees 
were at that time holding the land. 
in point of fact the Scheme under the 
terms of which the land was then 
hheld was not before the Court, Tt 
follows, in my opinion, that. the 
[Court's order could not do more than 
Jdecide, as between the parties, what 
the true construction of the Wil was, 
in relation to those questions which 
‘had been submitted for its determins 
tion. “And when these considerations 
are borne in mind, Iam unable to 
find anything in the Court's order 
jwhich is ambiguous, or which supports 
‘the meanings which the plaintiffs 
‘contend should be placed upon it. 

“The first of the three questions sub- 
mitted to the Court in January, 1927, 
was whether the Cathedral Trustees 

"ean properly charge the said School 
with Tent” ‘The word “properly” 
ere had the meaning of “rightly” or 
"correctly," having regard to the true 
jconstruction of the testator’s Will. 
The Court's order on this question 
jwas a clear affirmative answer—"The 
Cathedral Trustees can properly 
Jcharge “The Cathedral School Henry 
Lester Endowment’ with rent." it 
jwas purely permissive. ‘The ‘word 
fused ‘was “can” and not “shall,” for 
Jas already mentioned the Court w 
constructing not the Cathedral Trust, 
but the testator’s Will. ‘The Court 
was declaring that the Cathedral 
(Trustees, if they accepted the School 
‘Trust created by the Will, “could 
rightly charge rent without com- 
mitting any breach of that Trust. But 
{this part of the order did not purport 
to determine who was to fix the 
Jamount of the rent, or on what basis 
It was to be fixed. 

‘The second of the three questions 
submitted to che Court was whether 
‘any such rent can properly be fixed 
and adjusted at the expiration of 
fevery ten years or other convenient 
period.” Again the word “properly” 
There had the meaning of “rightly” or 
correctly,” having regard to the true 
construction of the testator's Will. 
The Court's order on this question 
was that such rent could “properly 
be fixed and adjusted at any con- 
venient period as arranged between 
{the Cathedral ‘Trustees and the Com- 
mittee of Management stipulated for 
by the testator.” In my view there 
was nothing ambiguous in these 
words. They clearly meant that the 
amount of the rent might rightly, 
having regard to the true construction 
Jof the Will, be fixed periodically by 
‘agreement between "the Cathedral 
Trustees on the one hand and the 
Committee which the testator had 






































Jon the other hand. If 1 had any 
‘doubt, which T have not, as to what 
the learned judge meant when he 
made that part of the order, such 
doubt would be set aside ‘by re- 
ference to his notes made at the time, 
‘and to which I have been referred 
fin the present proceeding by counsel 
for the plaintiffs. In those notes the 
earned judge wrote, against the name 
fof the then counsel. who appeared 
before him on behalf of the Lester 
‘Trustees, the words “new rent to be 
fixed between Cathedral School Com= 
mittee of Mansgement and Cathedral 
‘Teustees." Moreover, on August 24, 
1926, there does not appear to have 
been any divergence of opinion be- 
tween the parties as to the meaning

This was 
done, and the House resumed its 
business. 

‘Before Mr, Buchanan's outburst the 
Government's proposals to alleviate 
the unemployment situation were 
subjected to warm eriticism.

Interesting Exhibition on View in Halls of the 
Royal Academy

London, Jan. 6. 

In. two ways the Exhibition of 
British Art in Industry, which the 
Prinee of Wales opened at Bur ‘ng- 
ton House the day before yesteray, 
ig a triumph for the British work- 
man, The perfect finish of «very 
article shown, you can easily 
imagine for yourselves. But when 
[went to the Press view, it was 
hard to believe that everyting 
could be ready by 11 am, next day. 
Many of the stalls were incomp'ete, 
crates, of exhibits were still to be 
unpacked, the lighting was un 
finished, men were appearing and 
Alsappearing with piles of tarmlure 
through trap-doors. like demons in 
‘pantomime, agitated exhibitors 
@ashed here and there atter mislald 
exhibits, journalists were sing 
Questions and taking flashi'ght 
photographs. Amid all tho uss the 
British workman pursued his 
tranquil, unerring way, fiting stells, 
planning shelves, hanging lamp: 
polishing furniture, cleaning up rut 
ish, never impeded, knowing 
exactly what to do, and making no 
noise. When the’ Prince arrive 
next morning, Aladdin's Genil could 
not have presented a more perfect- 
ly, ordered scene, 

The exhibition, as the name 
implies, 1s to show what we con do 
in making our industrial products 
artiste. Our great age in that 
respect was the 18th century, when 
a cultured and wealthy minority 
demanded and stimulated artistic 
handicrafts. In the 19th we con- 
‘centrated on the making of a live 
Uhood rather than the art of living. 
William Morris led the revolt 
wgainst the heavy pomposity of the 
age and after a period of vaguely 
worshipping many strange gods and, 
Jn tho znmediate post-war year: of 
sheer bolshevism, the seed sown by 
Morris is bearing fruit. Leading 
artists are designing, for glass, fur- 
niture, book decoration and ‘bind- 
Ing, and all the trappings of te; 
‘and the British workman, with his 
unsurpassed talent for perfect 
handicratt, is nobly responding. The 
Royal Academy has helped by lend~ 
ing Burlington House, which with 
the ald of hangings, false ceilings 
and walls, artifielal shop fronts and 
miydel flats, has been changed out 
of all recognition of its usually staid 
self, Also it has a new carpet up 
the stairs and new turnstiles of the 
latest metal work.

‘Teagle Rallway Accident 


Holiday travel, as I have | men- 
tioned, reached a high peak, Un- 
fortunately, it was marred by one 
‘of the worst railway accidents that 
we have had in Canada in many 
years. ‘The Detroli-Toronto express 
Fan intoan excursion train on its way 
from London to Toronto, and killed 
fAfteen passengers outright; 40 others 
were injured, and it is possible that 
"some of them will not recover.

Among all the mountains of} 
‘Chekiang Province, there are none 
‘more famous than those of Tiental—| 
famous for their combination of tem- 
ples, Buddhist lore, and scenery both 
beautiful and grand. All who love 
travel and the charms of nature 
should visit this place. Formerly 31 
was quite dificult of access, On my 
first visit over twelve years ago, 1) 
went by an uncomfortable coastin’ 
steamer to the port of Haimen, Fron 
there we engaged a small launch t 
the town of Taichow. From thence 
through beautiful vaileys and. alon 
a lovely stream, one proceeded b) 
chair to the town of Tiental, On th 
following day chairs were again user 
for a fifty ascent. "The return by 
another route was yet more dificult 
Until quite recently, bendits wer 
{fairly numerous. 

But recently I went in a motor- 
car from Hangehow, as a questo} 
the Chekiang Highway Administration, 
and in spite of having to cross the 
Ch'ien Tang River by ferry, we ur 
rived at the Kuo-Ch’ing Monastery 
‘at the base of ‘Tientai Shan, by the 
evening of the same day. Tt was 9 
most delightful journey, full. of the 
variety of hills, open vaileys and thy 
charm of the country. *It is suggested 
that those who cannot speak Chines: 
should take a Chinese servant wit! 
them, also make errangements with| 
the newly organized Chekiang Tourist 
Bureau or with the Chinn Trave 
Service. The rooms in the mon 
asteries are quite comfortable, tht 
food palatable, but for those’ wh: 
reed more than vegetarian diel, it i 
quite possible to take some tinned 
meats, supplemented with tinned milk 
and sugar.

‘The Buddhist, history of Tiental 
‘Shan dates back to the founder o! 
the Tientai School, Ch’i Kal, who} 
came from India to China at the| 
‘end of the sixth century. In his early 
fe he ‘had followed. the  teachings| 
of Bodhidharma, the Hindoo patriaren 
who had died’ in northern China 
thirty years before, The latter monk 

also known as Tamo Polo and it 
‘g his name that should be applied 
o a number of images in the Lohan 
Halls which “in different parts of 
‘China have been wrongly named 
Marco Polo. This I found out manv| 
years ago through an inquiry into the| 
“Sokyamuni List" in two of the! 
monasteries of Tiental Shan. Even| 
to this day, priests will point out the 
Image of Marco Polo, in their Lohan 
Halls, with the hope that such in| 
formation will form such a bond of| 
sympathy with a foreign guest, as to| 
Toosen his purse and make possible] 
a larger tip. 

But Chi Kai reacted against the 
extreme ideas of Bodhidharma (Tami 
Polo) and taught that - spiritual 
achievement was attained, not only by 
inward ‘meditation but also by the 
use of the sacred books and even of 
riages. During part of his life Ch’ 
[eal resided at Nanking the capital 
of the kingdom (Chen dynasty) ang 
taught his system to great mullitudes 
of admiring disciples as well ax to 
the emperor himself.

stream, ‘The Bridge is fairly narrow, 
with a bevel top which” makes 
pathway less than a foot wide, O\ 
this Bridge country pilgrims pass 10 
the tittle Bronze Hall of the Lohaa 
at the farther end. ‘There they 
osit their inconse sticks and return. 
The marvel is that timid and aged 
Peasant women will calmly. eross 
this bridge, even the frst. time, 50 
absorbed in thelr act of devotion that 
they lose all sense of fear and do 
‘not realize that the slightest dizziness 
‘would plunge them over the fall to 
pool ‘about a hundred feet, below. 
Over twelve years ago, 1 lived a full 
month in the temple overlooking thix 
Bridge and the marvel of theie 
‘courage captivated me, ‘This general 
Tocation ix perhaps the most pletures- 
que in all Tientai Shan. 

Competion tn Bullding 

The “Stone Beam Bridge” has an 
impertant legendary connection vith 
the pagoda already mentioned, at the 
{oot of the mountians, with its absence 
of the final spire at the top. 
Tt js said that the Bighteen Lohan 
and the Goddess of Merey made a 

The Lohan were to construct a 
Pagoda and the Goddess. was to cor 
struct a bridge, the object being to 
see which side could first accomplish 
its task. ‘The Lohan worked hard 
16 unethical enough to 
steal the ‘ready mac 
kitchen stoves. of 
‘Tiental City. Just as they were about 
finished as regards the brickwork, the 
Goddess of Mercy found a huge stone 
Jarch, which she threw over the wate 
fall, thus first completing her Bridge. 
She tured herself Into a cook and 
from a hilltop overlooking the tn- 
finished pagoda she crowed her ex- 
ultation over the Lohan, ‘The latter 
Jcispersed in the imgnominy of det 
‘The proof of the story is to be found 
‘in the pagoda as it stands to this day, 
without the metal spire on top. 

From the “Stone Beam Bridge” one 
proceeds another ten It to the “Pour 
ing Kettle” whieh is another natural 
‘wonder, 

It is shaped from rock, like a huge 
copper kettle, into which a small 
waterfall runs’ and fills it to tte spout, 
From thence it emerges and forms 
Janother waterfall, “A bit farther down 

‘another fall, formed by the same 
stream. So beautiful is the spot and 
39 wonderful ie the formation, that 
the “present Commissioner of the 
Chekiang Highway Administration, 
‘Me. Chu Yueh-ting, hopes in the near 
future {o build a’ suspension bridge 
over the cauldron or kettle and see 
this wonder of nature to yet greater 
advantaye. He has already opened 
‘up some new roads in the vicinity £0 
that one can descend to the two lower 
falls, falls which I had been unable 
to see on my former ‘This huge 
"Pouring Kettle” will some day be- 
come one of the most famous sights 
In Chekiang. 

‘A Dramatle Sunrise 

From this place there are fitteen 
more Il to the Wasting Monastery, a 
place also made famous by the visit 
of Chi K'ai.. This place has been con 
siderably improved since my last 
visit, especially as regards its new 
hostel “for the accommodation of 
uests, 

Formerly there were over a hun 
dred hermitages attached to this 
Monastery, where individual monks 
lived in isolation, chanting thelr sutras

Responsibilities of Mine Host and the Chief Guests 
at a Properly Conducted Dinner 


By R. W. Swanow 


Without a doubt the giving and 
partaking of feasts plays an ex- 
tremely important part in Chinese 
Mife, and though forelgners are| 
inclined to ook upon them as 
purely gastronomical exercises, in- 
volving the partaking of a seeming- 
ly endless succession of dishes, they’ 
are in reality of much more’ con~ 
sequence than this, and it may. 
safely be sald that no political or 
Dusiness ‘transaction of “any kind 
takes place without being | accom- 
panied’ by ‘one or more of these 
festive gatherings, while they form. 
‘an integral part in all settlements 
Of quarrels or disputes, and are! 
Indispensible in healing the wounds 
of those who feel aggrieved or who 
think they havo been justly treated 

No matler how hard a. bargain| 
has been struck or how bitter the 
struggle between the parties has 
been, all Is forgotten as soon as 
they gather at the festal board, and. 
for the time being everyone is 
perfectly happy and the best » of 
friends. 

Invitations are sent out on tong. 

pleces of red paper with the names 
of the guests in the order of thelr 
Importance.

Tf the feast has been given in a 
hotel'or a restaurant it is not usual 
for the host to escort his guests to 
their conveyances, and should he 
attempt to do so he must be stopped 
at the door of the dining room and 
reminded that it Is @ public place, 
so he fs not supposed to go out with 
his guests. He will, as a rule, 
agree to this and with many bows 
and expressions of thanks, the 
uests depart for their homes, con- 
selous of the fact that they’ have 
hhad a very good meal and that they 
ave been well entertained.

ing power. In fact, as the author 
‘points out in the epilogue of the book, 
It bolls down to a vicious circle in 
which the world sinks more and 
more into a state of depression. The 
‘ory in Heelf le a simple one, It 
tells of the lives of three men maroon 
‘ed on an island. ‘They have a plenti- 
ful supply of food, but one of them 
with an “eye to the future” persuades. 
the other two to agzee to divide the 
rights of the island between them. 
One has the sole coconut rights, one 
the sole fishing rights, and the third 
the sole hunting rights. ‘The system is 
‘at first one of daily barter, but be- 
{fore long the coconut owner learns a 
method of curing fish, and soon finds 
‘himself in a position of not having 
to, purchase fish daily, 


‘The ingenuity of the coconut owner 
marks the art of the profit system 
‘on the island. “Before long the other 
{two have sold both their hunting and
